In Horſc-Troupes the common Souldier is Sentinell as inthe Foot - 
company, neither is there any difterenc2(morethenthe Horſe)betweene 
them andthe foot Senrrnels,either in order ordutie : they haue alſo their 
Companies deuided into Camarados or Fellowſhips, which march,cabin, 
and feed together, two Camaraans make a Squadron,which Squadron is 
ever commanded by a Corporalt, and the Office of the Corperall of Horſe 
containeth in all poihts the fall duties of both the Corporal and Serieant 
of foot, The 2uarter-maſter of Horle is the ſame which the Harbinger or 
Farrier of the Foor is : the Trumpet the ſame which the Drum: & dp 
is,oncly differing in the tcarmes and ſounds of the Inſtrument: for the 
firſt point of warre is Bu#reſefa, Clap on your ſaddles; Meunte Canallo, 
mount on horſcback, Twcquer,march; (arga,6arga,an Alarme to charge; 
Ala Standards, a retrait,or,.retireto your Colours; Anquertothe warch, 
ora diſcharge for the watch, beſides diuers other points, as Proclama- | 
tions, Cals, Summons, all which are moſt neeeflary tor euery Souldier 
both to know and obey. 

The Clerkeof the Troupe is the ſame that the Clerke of a Band of Foot | 
is,and the Corner or Guydonis the ſame that the Exſigneon foot is, and he 
oughr euer to haue two or three faithfull & valiant friends in his Range, 
which in all charges will haue an extraordinary care of his Colours, 
which is the Captaines honour, and the Companics lafetie, Now to 
ſp-akea little of the Guydopor Colours themſclucs, howlocuer inour 
latrer times either by pride or ignorance they haue been infinitly abuſed 
(cuery man taking vpon him to carry what he pleaſcth, &in what forme 
he pleaſeth) yer it is moſt certain that no man vnderthe degree of a Ban- 
neret may carrythem ſquare,but they muſt bee of Darraske; either with 
Deviſe or without, three foot deep at the top,and ſonarrower to the ne- 
ther end, which muſt be with two corners or peakes, which whenſoever 
he is made a Baron,or Knight Banneret,thoſe corners are cut awzy,& the
